bills were concvrred in: 
To emend the revised statutes in re­ 
lation to organization against fire. 
Requiring the state treasury agent t > 
make an aunnal report. 
The bill giving the mayor of Milwau­ 
kee absolute power over licences was laid 
over until morning. 
The assembly passed the following 
bill: 
In relation to the commitment of insane 
in asylums. 
To prevent cruelty to milch cows. 
Providing that when a rate of licenses 
has been fixed by popular vote it shall 
so remain until another election is held:

or the leading Northern lines were exam­ 
ined, the gist of the evidence being that 
with few exceptions tho inland published 
rates had not for some months been main­ 
tained. 
Some of the roads had made an 
effort to maintain them, and in consequence 
had practically lost their export business. 
The Lake Shore Sc Michigan Southern 
had in a very few months, from carrying 
HS per cent of the export business, dropped 
to 7 per cent. 
Other roads had suffered 
quits as severely. 
It seemed to be the uni­ 
versal opinion of the freight managers 
present that a uniform through export 
tariff could not be maintained, as in that 
case the railroads would be at tho morey of 
the steamship companies. 
But the opinion 
was as general that a full inland rate could 
be maintained, as contemplated by tho law, 
and that a faithful observance of the law 
would result in good to all concerned. 
Chairman Cooley announced that a hear­ 
ing would be given to tho southern roads 
on tho same subject on April 2, and that 
no opinion would be rendered on tho mat­ 
ter until after that time. 
Ile said it was 
manifest that many of tho northern roads 
had been cutting export rates contrary to 
the law, and continued: 
“ There is no excuse for that practice. 
If a wrong is done by one road to the in­ 
jury of another tho proper method of re­ 
dress is not to duplicate tho wrong, but to 
go before the committee on authority, 
whether it be tho commission or the volun­ 
tary association, with complaint of tho 
wrong. 
One crime in railroad circles is no 
more to be excused by another than ono 
theft is to l>e justified by another. 
Parties 
must not take the redress of wrongs into 
their own hands when the legality of what 
they complain of is, to say tho least, very 
doubtful. 
They ought to remember, too, 
that though the hearing is suspended two 
weeks the law Is not suspended; that re­ 
mains in force, and its penalities are in the 
meantime pronounced against all violators 
just as much as though no such continu­ 
ance had been granted.

of IOO which were sent to it from En­ 
gland, twenty two having died on the 
journey.

birds, 1,000 chicks were batched out last 
fall by common barnyard hens. 
In ad­ 
dition to these, most of which throve, an 
additional IOO hen pheasants have been 
ordered from England; and when they 
arrive preparations will be made to hatch 
5,000 birds. 
With 6,000 or 7.000 birds aa 
a nucleus, it is expected that there will be 
no longer any necessity of stimulating 
their increase, cs their annual hatching 
in a wild state will furnish an ample sup­ 
ply for the sportsman. 
Jekyl Island is 
eleven miles IoDg and from one to two 
miles wide. 
Bemg well wooded, it af­ 
fords a good cover for the birds, and as 
the pheasant never leaves its original 
home, the members of the club will soon 
have all the sport they want on their own 
domain.

T he C am era as a M eans to A ssist a 
D run kard to R eform . 
Tho camera in the hands of a photo­ 
grapher has served many uses, but its 
value as a temperance advocate has never 
been fully tested.

had upon tho {Spartan youth—teaching 
him the need of moderation in his cups. 
Tho hotel people, at first disinclined to per­ 
mit any copying from tho still-life of the 
character referred to, were induced to re­ 
lent and co-operate in the proposed refor­ 
mation, and the expedition, including a re­ 
porter who was taken along to chronicle 
the Recess of the new method, proceeded 
hunt up its proposed subject.

Mr. H. H. Johnston relates a story which 
strikingly reveals one great secret of Mr. 
Stanley’s success in dealing with the un­ 
civilized tribes of Africa. 
On ono occasion 
Mr. Stanley went to meet an important 
but rather unfriendly chief named Nigant- 
shu on an island in Stanley pool. 
The 
chief came with a great retinue and with 
his ancestral fetish. 
This was a repulsive- 
looking thing, mado of a monkey’s skull 
and red clay, studded with cowries ami 
hung with little bells. 
In it Nigantsliu be­ 
lieved tho spirits of his ancestors dwelt, 
and he treated it with veneration and from 
time to time poured wino upon it aud 
placed chewed-up food ip its mouth. 
The chief introduced the fetish to Mr. 
Stanley rather anxiously. 
Tho average 
white mao ttould probably have laughed 
at it and askod the chief why ho believed 
in such absurdities. 
But this great ex­ 
plorer sent for a pump chair and respect­ 
fully 
placed 
th& fetish in it, so that 
Nigantshu’3 ancestors might be present at 
tho conferehce; and when lunch time came 
and Nigantshu put food into his mouth and 
poured wine upon it Mr. Stanley dbl tho 
same. Tho result was that Nigantshu signed 
a treaty and became for all time Mr. Stan­ 
ley’s devoted friend. 
Perhaps by this time 
tho missionaries Jiavo taught him to forsake 
his wretched idolatry, but they would 
never have had A chance to do so had not 
treated his faith with

and Subdued by M eans o f Susana. 
The Nizhni-Npvgoron is an iron steam­ 
ship of about three thousand eight hundred 
tons burden, and is specially fitted ta a 
convict transport. 
With a full comple­ 
ment of convicts the vessel carries 652. 
The officers and crew number eighty, exclu­ 
sive of a marine convoy escort of sixty-twc 
men specially chosen for this duty. 
The 
iron barred compartments, 
or cages, in 
which the convicts are confined, run par­ 
allel, fore and aft, on either side the 
upper 
and 
lower ’tween decks. 
The 
iron 
bars, 
an 
inch 
thick, of 
these 
cages, 
and 
the 
woodwork 
in which 
they are set, is heavily 
and 
solidly 
constructed. 
The cages are of unequal 
capacity and length, says the London 
News, but have a uniform height of 7{ 
feet. 
Tho more desperate characters are 
manacled and chained to iron staples in 
their berths, from which they are released 
when necessary. 
The greater number, 
although retaining the waist and ankle 
shackles, of light construction, have the 
freedom of traversing the length of the 
compartment, 
which 
may 
vary from 
twenty-five to forty feet. 
Between the 
outer bars and tho two plain plank shelves 
or bunks running from end to end of tho 
compartments, which afford sleeping room 
to the occupants, there is a free space of 
about four aud a half or five feet. 
Except during the distribution of rations 
no culinary vessels are left with the con­ 
victs. 
Even the drinking water is obtained 
only through an Indian rubber mouthpiece 
fixed in an inclosed water tank, and through 
which tho drinker sucks his draught. 
Im­ 
mediately outside the cages and attached to 
tho under part of the deck overhead is a 
steam pipe connected with the ship’s boil­ 
ers. 
Into these pipes are fitted screw noz­ 
zles at intervals of 
twelve feet. 
The 
object of tho steam pipe is to suppress any 
dangerous outbreak among the inmates of 
tho cage. 
By means of a short hose, 
especially made to resist the steam heat, 
quickly attached to one of the steam-pipo 
nozzles, tho turbulent convicts are readily 
quieted or par-boiled. 
Strong water jets 
have been found next to useless in allaying 
theso occasional tumults. 
After tho ship has passed the canal, but 
not before, batches of convicts are in turn 
brought upon deck for a shower-bath and 
short exorcise. 
A strongly constructed 
iron railing, eight feet high, crosses tho 
vessel amidships, in order that the convict, 
during his bath and while unmanacled, 
cannot by any sudden rush evade the guard 
and reach the quarter-deck. 
Some of the 
most desperate convicts, 
who stubbornly 
resist all disciplinary control, ore confined 
in tho ( ages during the whole voyage. 
Both tho upper and lower between-decks 
aro open un I airy, the system of ventila­ 
tion being excellent, and the cages them­ 
selves nro kept scrupulously clean. 
Every 
convict, in addition to having his hair 
cropped short, has the leftbAlf of tho head, 
from front to back, closely shaved.
